Talking bus stops for Londo

Efectronic iidicators at bus 
stops which tell customers 
which bases are coming and 
when they wilf arrire are to be 
întroduced by London Trans- 
port later this year in an 
attempt to beat tbe bas queues. 

Using roadside microwave 
framsmitters and bas-borvne 
radios, the system. developêd in 
France and made in Britain by 
Dowty. can also be posed to

A British engineer died when 
inflammable fluid exploded on 
1he controversial East-West gas 
pipeline, diplomatic and busî- 
ness sources confirmed last 
night. 


[The dead man was named 
Iasl night as Mr John Black- 
adder, 52, who was 
employed by a Warrington 
based firm and on contract 10 
1he American multinational 
Dresser Industries, He died on 
October 16 a1 Usinsk. a small 
town inside the Artic Circle, 
where he had been working for 
about four weeks. 


In a statement fast night, 
Dresser denied that Mr Black- 
adder had beeo working on the 
East-West gas pipeline and said 
the accident happned in an or 
injeclion system al a com- 
pressor station.] 


The disclosure of the tragedy 
came as sharp disagreements 
surfaced in Moscow over Soviet 
claims thal the pipeline, which 
runs from Urengoi in Siberia 1o 
Western Europe, been 
completed ahead of time and 
was delivering gas to France. 
The Russians have been 
t0 show ihat they could 
complete ihe project despite 
American sanctions. but West 
cern businessmen involved in 
the pipeline construction say 
Sovict engineers have cut 
corners and the pipeline is not 
completely safe. 


The Moscow office of Dresser 
declined 1o comment on the 
death of the engineer last 
October. The firms Moscow 
representative is in the United 
States for consultations and is 
nol expected back until lhe end 
of the month. 


Sources said the explosion 
1ook place a! a com: 
stalion, Western firms including 
Dresser. John Brown of Britain 
and the West German firm 
Mannesman are supplying gas 
turbines and the compressor 
stations 10 house them. 


The Soviet media reported 
on Jamuary 1 that the “first 
cubic mcires" had arrived in 
France vıa the Siberian-Euro- 
pean pipeline. bul business 
sources cxpressed profound 
Scepticism. noting that only one 
of the 41 compressor stations 
along the 2.500-mile pipeline 
was in working order and some 
had notî yet bren constructed, 


Sources said Soviet em- 
ployees were injured in the 
October explosion and suffered 
burns. 

On October 19 Jzrcsria 
reported an explosion atl a 
section of the pipcline near the 
town of Sizran on the Volga. 
The explosion occurred when a 
bus driver started his engine 
near a badly-welded join.

A large pan or casserole will 
do very well provided it is not 
overfilled. The rapid boiling 
required to evaporate the liquid 
as speedily as possible once the 
sugar has been added causes the 
hot syrup to rise up the pan like 
boiling milk. If you have to 
reduce the heat to stop it boiling, 
over marmalade takes 
longer to cook. This detracts 
from, but does not nıin the 
flavour.

The British Sugar Bureau, 
which is supported by pro- 
ducers of both types, says that 
white sugar, whether based on 
beet or cane, is a5 near pure 
sucrose, chemically speaking, a5 
makes no practical difference.

man is £27.05 a week: he could nat 
claim the extra £lüö.70 for'a 
common-law wife. A marrige 
certificate iş needed to unlock the 
money. 

The Department of Health and 
Social Security. however. needs no 
marriage cerlificate tw deprike 
cohabiting couples of their benefits 
as “single” people. If a woman 
claiming supplementary benefit’ js 
found cohabiting with a man in 
ork she is deemed to be “married” 
and consequently dependent on 
him. This frequcnUly puts an end lo 
ker benefits. : 

The DHSS determines cohabi- 
tation by the "three-day rule”. If the 
same man is seen by.a DHSS official 
leaving the same woman's home on 
three conseculive mornings, the 
couple are considered to be cohabit. 
-itg,. and the woman is liable’ to [osc 
her benefits. - 

What is more, concealment ûl 
cohabitation is a criminal offence. 
While the unmarried rich secure 
handsome rewards for asserting 
their status as single people, the 
unmarried poor risk imprisonment 
if they seek to assert the same Slalüs. 

Nor are the hazards for the poor 
at all fanciful. Not long ago a woman 
in Bishops Stortford was charged 
with fraud after DHSS officials 
staking out ber front door saw the 
same man emerging day after day on 
his way to work. She sought help

The CPAG found that she wa§ a 
victim of the classic “backdodr- 
front-door” problem: her child's 
father, who had left her some time 
earlier, regularly paid a brief 
morning visit to see his child on his 
way to work.

Only when this was 
established in court was the criminal 
charge against the woman dropped.

According to one definition, mora- 
lity is what the rich choose to preach 
and poor are required to 
practise. A trifle cynical perhaps, but 
highly applicabic to this Govern- 
ment's attitude to the family. 

In their 1979 manifesto the 
Conservatives said that one of their 
tain tasks would be “to support 
family life", Last year's manifesto 
contained a secüon headed “Re- 
sponsibility and the family". The 
casual reader might think that Mrs 
Thatcher's team would act 1o 
strengthen the institution of mar- 
riage. So far as the rich are 
concerned, the casual reader would 
be wrong. 

One well-to-do couple I know 
{with children) are thinking of 
getting married. 1 suggested that it 
might cost them more than they 
thought. It was not until I did sore 
national sums. with help from the 
Institute for Fiscal Studies. about 
the tax positon of professional 
couples - especially couples with 
children - that [ realized how high 
that cost tnight be. 

Consider the following Benny 
and Jenny are married with two 
children. Husband and wife each 
eam £20,000 a year: each has an 
additional 5.000 of invesiment 
income. They have a mortgage 0 
£60.000 on their house, ad the 
interest rate is 11.5 per cent. 

. To minimize their tax bill they 
elect to have their i taxed 
separately. although this means that 
Benny cannot claim the married 
man’s personal tax allowance. 
Because they are married, they can 
claim tax relief only on the first 
£30.000 of their mortgage, and. all 
their investment income is taxed as 
if it comes to Benny. Jenny's tax bill 
this year will be £5.877; Benny"s will 
be £8,973. Total tax: £14,850. 

Horace and Doris are similar to 
Benny and Jenny ~ same income, 
same mortgage. same number of 
children ¬ except for one thing: they 
are not married. Despite, or rather 
because of, the fact that their status 
is one of which, one would presume. 
the authors of the last two 
Conservative marifestoes would 
disapprove, the taxman actually 
smiles more benignly on the sinful 
couple. ۴ 

Both Horace and Doris claim an 
additional personal allowance — the 
same as the married man's allow- 
ance — because Horace accepts 
formal responsibility, as a single 
parent, far one ciild and Doris for 
the other. They share ownership of 
their house, and as both are entitled 
to tax relief on £30,000 of mortgage 
debt, their joint entitlement covers 
thé whole £60,000. Their investment 
income is taxed separately, The 
result Horace and Doris each have a 
tax bili of £6,120, a total of £12,240. 

So Horace and Doris's tax bill this 
year is £2,610 lower than Benny and 
Jenny's, a saving for the cohabiting 
pair of £50 a week.

Monday’s Times must have come as 
a considerable relief to the officers of 
the Guildford Conservative Associ 
ation. For only a week before they 
had been warned by their Member 
of Parliament, David Howell, that 
they were facing the prospect of 
“ukases which would put our 
“ancient customs aad liberties” at 
risk and all this from a Tory 
governmenL On Monday Mr 
Howell was less alarmist, conceding 
that Patcick Jenkia’s Rales Bill 
reflects legitimate' concern about the 
behaviour of a handful of tearaway 
Labour councils, and drawing the 
line only at the generalized power 
the Government seeks to “cap” the 
rate-raising discretion of any erring 
town hall. 

Still, there is no denying thal Mr 
Howell's distress is widely shared on 
ihe Tory benches. Mr Beaumont- 
Dark substitutes “diktat" for 
“ukase", while Mr Geoffrey Rippon 
has asked the Leader of the House to 
ıake it off and bury it (Mr Biffen 
silkily reminded Mr Rippon that. as 
a senior Privy Councillor, he would 
have a priority chance 10 make his 
case agains ıt when it comes to 
Parliament on Tucsday neal ~ a 
chance of which, i am sure. Mr 
Rippon will cancel all competing 
commitments 1o avail himself). SO 
Mr Jenkin is in for a rough ime. 

Given the whips powers of 
persuasion and the Government's 
majority, he will no doubt survive in 
the Commons. The Lords may

Our modern “rational 
ist” would smile at something so 
primitive and superstitious as the 
belief that a dead body could matter 
to its previously liviog owuoer, and 
would never seek to enquire, 
however rationally, where the belief 
comes from, and why it is so strong. 
But that, after all, is why I have put 
“rationalists" in quotation marks. 

No one can now match a name Or 
a face to a single bone of the great 
ossuary found 2 York. But it is not 
necessary tO so; i1 is necessary 
only to remember that those dead 
bons ee once e 0 and at 
once the mystery itself springs 
fromm the grouad to corfront Us. 

1 saw a man die: he was a London 
bricklayer’'s labourer with seven 
children. He left seventeen 
pounds ciub money; and his wife 
spent it all on his funeral and 
went into the workhouse wilh the 
children next day. She would not 
have spent sevenpence on her 
children’s schooling: the law had 
to force her to let them be taught 
gratuitously; but on death she 
spent all she had.

1 doubt if there is any such thing 
as a legend without some foundation 
in truth and history ~ no. not SO 
much as Adam and Eve or 
Cinderella — and the desire to dig up 
even a single strand of evidence and 
patiently unravel il is one that 
should be. and is. admired by 
anybody with any imagination at all. 

It is surely a measure of the York 
archacologists’ seriousness about 
their work 1hat they so clearly 
understood and complied with the 
Chief Rabbi's wishes.

Undoubtedly the style of the 
‘present Pope, John Paul IL is 
attractive to the present incum- 
bent of the White House — cynics 
might say one media star 
appreciating another: after all 
they. were both actors in their 
youth. The Pope does forcefully 
maintain that religious and 
moral values should be integral 
to an international dialogue 
which might otherwise degener- 
ate into a mere conflict of state 
interests; and there are many 
other instances of its conciliatory 
diplomatic influence. It is a pity 
that its record is blemished by & 
refusal to recognize Israel which 
cannot be convincingly explained 
away on the grounds that Israel, 
has not yet concluded a4 peace 
treaty with all her neighbours. 
But as the British Government 
itself recognized in 1982, since 
the Holy See can be an influence 
for good on the stage of world 
affairs, discreet encouragement, 
such as that symbolized by 
formal diplomatic recognition, 1s 
right in the circumstances. Stalin 
asked: “How many divisions has 
the Pope?” H his successor in the 
Kremkn felt safe enough to 
extend Soviet diplomatic recog- 
nition to the Vatican, he might 
be surprised by the answer he 
would now receive to that 
question.

THE POPE’°S DIVISIONS 


The diplomatic recognition of 
the Holy See by Britain in 1982, 
and by Norway. Sweden, and 
Denmark last year, must have 
made it a little easier for the 
United States to countenance 
such a step, but yesterday’s 
announcement by the White 
House and the Vatican still has a 
note of defiance about it:

‘Tot-up’ 
system 
ended for 
Jockeys 


By Michael Seely 


The automatic “totting up” of 
penalties for riding offences will be 
discontinzed Irom January 16. The 
disciplinary committee of the Jockey 
Club have agreed that totting up has 
resulted in unfair penalities in 
certain instances, and local stewards 
are to bc given greater flexibility 
when deciding upon the level of 
penalties ta be imposed for careless 
or improper riding. 


This is one of Ihe major changes 
approved by the stenards of the 
Jockey Club after discussions 
between the disciplinary committee. 
the Jockey Association aud the 
Horseracing Advisory Council. 


When dealing wiih such cases the 
most significant factor fo be 
considered by local stewards will be 
the actual offences, the seriousness 
af which will be reflected by the level 
of penalty imposed. This will mean 
that penalties for a second or third 
affence nced not necessarily be more 


cnummied another riding offence 
within a relatively shor1 period. 


‘Ihe HAC. while accepting that 
ıhe penallies for reckless riding 
should be more severe than that for 
careless or improper riding were 
concerned fhat any suspension of 
more than 14 days would have a 
serious effect on a rider's earninfRs. 
‘The Stewards of the Jockey Club 
considered that it was desirable that 
such cases should be referred to the 
disciplinary committee for consider- 
ation. and have recommended this 
course of action to local stewards, 
except in cases of a first offence by 
an apprentice or conditional jockey 
which may still be dealt with on the 


linary committee also 
unfair that those 


shoald receive greater penalties for 
idenuücal _ offences than other 
jockeys. The "senior" and “mid 
range” categories of riders hate 
therefore heen dropped and afl 
jockeys will now be treated equals. 
mith the exception of apprentice or 
condltional jockeys for whom lamer 
lesels of penalties are still rec- 
ommended. 

The Jockey Club"s action has 
followed the mounting concern 
amongst most of the profession 
during the 1983 Flat racing season 
when there were 39 cases of careless 
and reckess riding involving a total 
of 233 dı suspension.

Orwell recruited to

„The start of 1984 has 
highlighted a Soviet practice 
cven Orwell did not think of — 
the, use for propaganda pur- 
poses of 2a book which 
officially does not exist. 
Russians are not allowed to 
read 1984 — it has never been 
published in the Soviet Union, 
and foreign editions are 
confiscated by Customs - yet 
the Soviet press is now 
discussing the. book in an 
attempt to tum the tables on 
the West. 


To most Westerners it 
seems fairly obvious that 1984 
is ar least partly based on the 
Soviet Union. It is true that 
1984 in 1948 inverted. and 
that Orwell's nightmare vision 
to some extent reflects the 
E side of iE Britain. 

f is also true that his warning 
applies to today’s Weslern 
world, with computer nemory 
banks and lie detectors. 


But it was Stalia’s Russia, 
where the secret police ruled 
through fear and citizens 
recited official slogans they 
knew 1o be nonsense, which 
provided the force and irma- 
gery of 1984. The book draws 
heavily, as Orwell acknow- 
ledged, on the work of the 
Russian writer Yevgeny 
Zamyvatin. whosc futurist 
fantasy. Ie, was published in 
the 1920s. Bernstein, Orwell's 
Enemy Number One, who 
provides Big Brother with the 
cxcuse for rigid internal 
discipline. is unmistakably 
Trotsky. whose real name was 
Bronstein. Regimented rallies, 
sexual repression, Newspeak 
and monolithic conformity are 
all instantly recognizable to 
those few Russians who 
manege to get hold of the 
book. 


Hints that the Soviet auth-

Discussion of banned books 
poses problems for Soviet 
newspapers and journals: for 
one thing the writer has to 
give readers some idea of the ' 
content, which in turn tarries 
the risk that the reader might 
draw his own conclusions.

Levies on excess 
production descriminated 
against efficiency and incentives 
to switch from dairying had 
proved costly and ineffective. 

The apparently simple solu- 
tion of reducing prices was 
likely’ to increase production, as 
farmers tried to maintain 
iacomes. it was also politically 
impractical because it would 
jeopardize small family farms 
on the Continent. 

However. Sir Henry said that 
quotas would work for grain, 
ard he did not want them for 
pigs and poultry. 

For cereals, the EEC had 
formulated production thre- 
sholds, above which the full 
price would no longer be 
guaranteed. .
